INTKHKSTING FACTS ABOUT THE 
COMING 8PKKD Tt)UKNAMENT — 
(H)IU{10XIS STORIES TOLD BY SOME 
VETERAN OPERATORS — LINCOLIN'S 
CURIOSITY ABOUT THE \VIRE8, 
ANll DURING THE PRESENT CON- 
F1>ICT GOOD CABLE OPERATORS 
ARE WANTED. 

.Tiist at present the air is sur- 
chargetl with a great deal t)f elec- 
trical talk apu)pos of the tourna- 
ment, of telegraphers tt» be hehl in 
New York at the Matiison Stpiare 
(Tartlen tluring the month of May, 
iimler the auspices of the New 
York'Electrical Society. 

Roughly, the tournament is 
divided into two big classes, the 
sending events and the receiving 
events, tlu) former being much the 
most important. Competitoi's in the 
standing events send oft as many 
worils as they ptxssibly can tluring a 
period of five minutes. Those in the 
receiving events "take" as many 
words as possible, sent to them 
during a period of 30 minutes. 

THINGS DONE BY TELEGRAPHERS. 
The expert telegrapher is as far 
reinovetl fitmi thet)idinaryoi>eratt)r 
as is the orator from the tirtiinary 
sclumlboy. In sentling his tlis- 
patches all the mechanical sidt> t)f 
his craft seems to be eliminated ; he 
lt>.ses all conscitnisness of tho key 
and the succession of clicks. lie 
talks to his machine as he would 
talk to a friend, never thinking how 
lit* forms his wt)rds or letters. Some 
of these womiers can even sentl up- 
on one key and receive from a nt*)fher 

•■■'"■'■ ously. It is the same in 

. „f J^eoiving. In read- 
ing a p.ige of [»rtllt thrTO«»<l«*f u«v»ai 
stops to separate' I he sentences into 
words ami the winds into letters. 
Tin* shapt* t>f the wt)id is enough, 
it is so with the expert operattir. 
Tho general sonntl of the click isall 
that is necessary. The writer re- 
members tmce talking with a 
telegrapher at a t ime when his wht)li> 
attention was abstn-bed by what I 
was .saying. For over 10 minutes 
an instrument liatl been clicking 
away near at hand. Sutlileuly my 
friend wheeled sharply about antl 
went to tho key. He had heard his 
name in the clicksoftlie instrument. 
To him it coiiUi not have l>een 
plainer than if some one had shout- 
etl in his ear. 

Another curious fact is style iu 
tolt>graphing. The manner of the 
clicks themselves varies enough to 
enalile an operator to detect at once 
variatit»ns in the sendings. Phila- 
tlelphia calls up New York, and the 
receiver in New York at once re- 
spontls with : " Hello, Tom, is 
that you ?" or " Dick, "or " Harry," 
recognizing the difTerent men by 
the style and manner of their 
"Miu'se" as friends would re- 
t*ognize one another over the tele- 
|)hone by the sonntl of the voice. 
There were twt> ojjorators once, in 
Salamanca, N. Y., great chums, 
who u.sed to t<ilegraph to each other 
by the hour from tliflerent ends of 
tho town during slack business. 
One of these men — his name was 
St urgis — went west finally, got mix- 
ed up in an Imlian row and, ac- 
cortling to ropoit, was killetl. Five 
yeai^s later his friend was in tho 
Wt>storn Union office of New York 
antl tui a Sumlay afternoon, when 
business was dull. He was sitting 
upon a receiving desk, when Chi- 
cagt> called up, asking wht> was 
tlmre. (Instantly the man on the 
tlosk, jumped to the key, and sent 
back: " St urgis, is this you ? We 
hearil tliat you had been killed." 
And St urgis it was, sure enough, 
.hist wliaf it is that givt>s this stylo 
to tiporators, antl precisely what 
the style it*H*lf may be, cannot be 
very clearly explained, but teleg- 
raphers have their styles for ail 
that, just as writers do, antl fliey 
can bo detected thereby. 

ONE OF EDISON'S PEATS. 

Hut the export, or even the 
average tiperator, is not continetl to 
his key in tho matter of sentling 
m«>s.sages. Two operatoix can talk 
to each tithoi by tlie more tt)uch t>f 
tht>ir Ungers in the tlark, if iuH>ils 
be, can communicate to tnich t)ther 
in a ert>wtl, iiniu)ticetl, by the same 
metliod. Thero is a story of 
F.tlison, the wij»rd, Jhat is well 
worth repeating here, F.tlison wasa 
marvelous operator in his younger 
tlays , and at one time uianaged to 



transmit his messages even when 
his wires hatl been broken. He 
was tin* agent in a railway station 
located upon one side of the Ohio, 
the next station was on the other 
bank of the river, and al.so in a 
railway tiffice. On the day that the 
wires parted all communication 
was cut off until Kdi.son got uboartl 
a switch engine that was standing 
at the depot and began to call up 
the other side by means of the 
engine's whistle. The other* 
operator understt>od at length, and 
duiiiig a1mt>st the entire day the 
two engines were hoarsely whis- 
tling messages at each other. 

AN AMUSING MISTAKE. 

Homer sometimes nods, antl even 
the expert operator can make mis- 
takes. C. S. Lawton, a sometime 
emplt)ye in the W^estern Union of- 
fices, tells the following amusing 
anecdott* tm himself. He was re- 
ceiving atlispatch from Albany, in 
which the sender was not over care- 
ful in the matter of spacing his let- 
ters. Lawton took the adtlress as 
ftillows : " Dr. A. Wing, loom car 
agent, central tlepot. New York." 
The dispatch came back with the 
marginal report that there was no 
such person at the addrtiss named. 
The t)perator at Albany was calletl 
up, antl explanations followed, in 
consequence of which the address 
was correctly changed to drawing 
rt)om ear agent, central tlepot. Hut 
even a moi'e absurd mistake w:is 
matle in the same office when a 
wire was receivep for "James W. 
(Jilles, pie clerk. Urooklyn luusty 
yanl." This was afterwardsainenil- 
ed to reatl " James W. Gillespie, 
clerk, lirooklyn navy yard." 

The expert telegrapher's great 
ohauce comes at the time of na- 
tional t'onventit)ns and presiUentfal 
elections. Speed like lightning 
variety is then a requisite of his 
every movement. During the last 
Republican convention Frank J. 
Kihm, prt*s8 t>perator of the Hrotik- 
lyn Kaiih' staff, coveretl himself 
and his paper with glt>ry, and 
est.al)lished a speetl recorti which 
will long remain unbiokon. Kihm 
had plannetl for this feat weeks 
aUeatl by learning to operate a 
linotype. At the time of the 
nomination Kihm placed him. at 
lint>type, his sounder at his elbow. 
As the souniler began to click the 
news from Chicago Kihm 
" receivetl" the messjige and ran 
it oflf on the linotype.. The firet 
part of the speech was iu the news- 
paper forms rt>atly ft)r printing 
botoro the spi»ech itseilf was endetl, 
and the paper with a vt*rbatiin 
report of the speech was being sold 
upon the streets of Hwoklyn before 
the audience in the convention 
hall of Chicago had oetised its ap- 
plause. 

A PERILOUS POSITION. 

A gt)od story of telegraphing 
tlone untler perilous conditions is 
told by Mr. P. J. Tierney of the 
New York cable as follows : " I 
was once working a line which hatl 
a hero at the other end of it. I 
was reminded of the story the other 
tlay, when it was intimatetl in the 
newspapei-s that our cables would 
be cut in c»u»e of war with Spain. 
Well, they were ni>t cut tluring the 
last revolution iu Brazil ; they were 
ntit cut when the former Chilean 
government was overthrown by the 
leaders t>f the (,'hilean navy, and 
they were not cut in several other 
places where the ctimlitions were 
al>out the same as now exists l>e- 
tweon here and Cuba. But to go 
on with inj' story. It was during 
one of thtwe South Ameriean re- 
volutions. I will not sjiy wlior*>, 
for various reasons. The city in 
which this telegraph operator sat 
was being bombardetl. Every iv- 
port which went out of the place 
had to be examined by a censor 
antl no news of the bombartlment 
was supptiswi to h>avo tlie place. 
Y'et I knew of the iMunbanlment 
while it was going on. The afTair 
was of tlie most absorbing intert>8t, 
inasmuoh as the t>jH'ratt>r was sit- 
ting in the most unprotected part 
of the town, anil shells wert> d1't>p- 
ping thick antl fast aioutul him. 
in between the ordinary business 
lit* would intersperse ejaculations 
which, perhaps, were as much the 
rt*sull t)f nervtiusnescj as anything 
else. For instance, after a r«»gular 
ineswige would come the wtirds. 
' My ! that was a fellow !' Then 
again, 'That shell killetl four.' 



Again, 'There goes that old house 
dtiwn the street.' Again, ' Hear 
that one screaming ; wonder where 
it will strike.' And so on, until he 
practically sent through a complete 
report of the bombardment. 1 sup- 
pose the i-eceivers at our end of tho 
line were the only ones who knew 
of the battle until long Hftt>r it had 
taken place, for, of course, these 
scraps of news were not in a line of 
rt*gnlar messages and were not to be 
divulged. I have always thought, 
however, that man silting in the 
midst of the falling shells was en- 
titled to more than the ordinarj' 
praise which every brave man 
merits." 

A veteran's STtmY OF LINCOLN. 

Mr. Charles A. Tinker, now 
superintendent of the eastern 
tlivisit)n of the West.em Unitm, is a 
veteran who tells many a tale tif the 
ticker during our civil war. Mr. 
Tinker was the opeiator for the war 
tlepartment tluring that war. lie 
knew Pri»sident Lincoln well, antl 
sent many a message whicli he 
tlictated. He was the first man to 
explain to Lincoln the workings tif 
the telegraph. This was long be- 
ft>re Lincoln was Pnvsideiit of the 
United States. He was sending 
tlispatches from a hotel in Pekin, 
111., when Lincoln walktnl into the 
oflice and said: "Mr. Operator, I 
have always had a curiosity to see 
the telegraph work. You don't 
s€*em to be veiy bus}-, and as I 
have half an ht)ur or so to wait for 
tlinner, 1 wonder if ytiu woultl not 
explain it to moV" Mr. Tinker was 
only tt)0 happy to explain the 
battery and the working of the in- 
strumerts.

Halteriufln, 
on going to the shanty to tleliver 
gi-oceries at 9.30 tVcltick yesterday 
morning, found the woman dead in 
a chair, aud he says he feels-cer- 
tain that she starved herself to 
ileath, although the provisit>ns he 
served to lu>r had been paid for by 
a tlowntown lawyer for some years 

IMiSt. 

" Why, I did not dare to take a 
bit of meat to the old woman," he 
declared, in supiwrt of this opin- 
itui. "She said meat was tt>o «>x- 
pensive for any one less than a 
millit)naire to eat, atul threatoned 
to thrt)w them at my heatl if I 
bi"ought her any such luxuries." 

Nearly thirty years agi> Philip 
Dunn, an uncle of the woman, got 
pt^ssession of the land by paying up 
the arrearages in tho taxes, and fin- 
ally obtained a clear title to the 
pro{)erty. He built the shanty antl 
invited his niece ami her husband, 
James, to keep house for him. lie 
grew tired of the arrangt>ment at 
last, and moved away, leaving the 
ctinple in posse.ssit)n. 

Five yeai sago Dunn died, and 
the Burnses heltl ptxsaession as the 
t>nly heirs. They hatl long l>efore 
ceaseti to tlo any work, aud their 
t>nly pleasure was ftiund in drink.

The 
deceased was born in Now York, 
his i)arerits dying when he was an 
infant. He was adopted by Mrs. 
S. It. Scott of that city. At the 
ago of (iight he suffivred from scar- 
let fever', which hd't him deaf. His 
adopted [>arents edinnited him in 
the Fan wood Instituti; of that city, 
from whi<!h he was giadualcHi with 
honors. He learned the trade of a 
cabinet mak(!r while in that insti- 
tution. About nine years ago ho 
came to Livingston Manor from 
Itocklarifl and ent«Med the employ- 
ment of tli(( Livingston Manor 
Manufacturing Co., where he ro- 
inained almost continually ever 
since. He was one of the most 
trusted workmen in the factory and 
repeatedly acted as foreman for 
vv(>((k at a lime in the absence of 
the regular foreman, R. D. Chris- 
tie. Mr. Grant's ambitions were 
high, but his physical wt^akiK^sses 
kepi him from filling positions of 
honor and trust. I'or several 
w<(eks boloro his death he had 
been studying diligently to pass a 
civil service examination for a 
position in the New York ciisloni 
liouso.

Ixdongs to the prasitiiial family of 
trees or plants, but, t/<M'ribl(' to re- 
late, it invariably with tin* basc^sti 
ingi-atidinle destroys all life in the 
unfortunate tree that cherishes it 
in its early growth. The seeds are' 
borne on the wings of the wind, and 
depositi<Ml on Ihe branches of other 
tr<*es, where they burst, into roots, 
which ar<( <lroi)ped toward the 
ground all ar-oiind the "nurse" tree. 
In time these i-ools roach the ground 
and strike into tll»^ soil. 

l<'roni (his moment the roots grow 
strooger and str-onger until (hey re- 
seiiibl(» H lot of rope ladders thrown 
over Ihv root. Next tin? jiafasile 
sends Uowh a groat coi-d, which 
twines round llio trunk of the 
supi>ortlng tree, at first as though 
in loving embrace, but it grows 
tighter and tighter, eventually 
strati gling its boiu^factor out of 
existence. The " nurse" toee thus 
killed rots to decay, and fr(Mn the 
immense fibrous roots of the de- 
stroyer How springs a gfeat trunk 
which rises high into the air. 
When the «-iiih\v is full grown it 
|)reHents a mannilb'ont sp(>e(aclo, 
tor Iheciu'd-like roots rise often to 
(ilty or sixty foot, and support in 
midair the vast tree itself.

We have l>een favored with a 
copy of the report ot the Pennsyl- 
vania Institution for the Deaf and 
l)uml>, just printed, and find it as 
itttcresting jis ever. It is profusely 
illustrated with cuts, showing 
buildings and interiors, which are 
intended lo speak lor thenvselves, 
and they may speak volumes foi 
the management of the Itistitution. 
What can not be said in wor<is with- 
out the tippearance of exaggeration 
or vanity is thus set before the 
reader in its bai-e trutli, making a 
more f'orcittle impression than it 
were ]>ossil)le for woitls to do. But 
of far greater importance in the 
large fund of statistics and inter- 
esting information which tluMeport 
contains. 

Being one of the great army of 
toilers live work by "tho sweat ofc 
the brow," we naturally take the 
most intert'st in the report of the 
Indttstrial Department. This de- 
partment, fortunately for all con- 
crencd, is under the charge of a 
very eflicient Principal — Mr. .lohn 
P. Walker, the teacher, lawyer, 
and friend of the deaf, of whose 
worth we can well testify, having 
been one of his former pupils. 

Mr. Walker rightfully takes an 
int(^l•est in the graduates of the 
school, holding a correspondence 
with them, noting the ups and 
dawns of thetr struggk^s jts wage 
earners, and sifting the irood from 
the l)ad in their experietices so thai 
he may better discern the actual 
needs of his learners and prepjire 
them accordingly. By such a 
course he can hope to impart more 
thorough instruction to his pujiils, 
or forewarn Ihem of the uu«*«»tH^ain- 
lies, disappointments, and the 
hardships that may befall them in 
tho practical pursuit of their 
trades. Ahis ! few pttpils on leav- 
ing school, seem to realize what a 
cold business world they must face. 
.Some may be Iticky, of course; but 
the great majority find things dilTer- 
ent from what they had thought 
and they feel the discouragenuMit 
so keenly that a change of trade 
is often the result. It is much like 
shtdving their school-t^inghl trade 
and coininencing anew at some 
other, withotit thinking of the tittle 
lost in business jtdvancemeiit and 
p(>cuniary gain. True, a change of 
Irtide may not be wrong, but even 
a<lvisable at times; yet it seems 
eqtially true that with m.tny it is 
an unwi.se step. 

A fair itistance (tf thti,se state 
ments itiay be found in the histoiy 
of the teaching of Lithography at 
the Pennsylvania Institution some 
twenty years ago. Then thirjy or 
forty pupil.•l"1^■ere instructed in the 
t fade ami some became quite pro- 
ficient in it; but, after leaving 
school, they fell out one by one un- 
til only one was loft, and he con- 
tinues at it to-day with most satis- 
f.ictory results. Ah ! only one out of 
forty now sticking tosuch a lucra- 
tive trade. Why should not one 
fourHi of the nuinlter succe<><I y 
Bl.-inte the trade V-Pshaw ! We know 
that, except in a few citses vvIkm-c 
cyessiirht was at fault, the persons 
them.selves were to blante. Lack 
of decision, energy, push and firm- 
ness were the enemies 1« their suc- 
cess. The trade may not have 
been easy enough far them, and, 
not caring to work too hard, they 
lost /o///* in it. The sjvme may be 
true, of other kinils of trade learners 
They will ultimately discover that 
success depends as much niwn their 
pluck as upon their knowledge of 
the trade ihey ply. He, therefore, 
who enters the trades world with a 
determination to work and to excel, 
never despairing at the innumer- 
able obstacles that bob up and 
which must be met, wlio expect^s 
rather than nnexpects dilTictilties 
and reverses in the long battle of 
life and bravely endures or over- 
coim>s them, is always mort> success- 
ful than his weaker brotht>r, coni- 
marttls better wage.s, and enjoys 
life moi-e. We know that this is 
nothing new, yet we are often for- 
gelful of jtisl siK'h sitnjile truths; 
hence Ihey wil! bear repetition. Al 
home and at school we feel in kind, 
loving and sympathetic hands ; bttt 
the Ictnper of the outer world is 
generally dilTerent, varying acooid- 
ing to the interests lo be served. 
som<> of which may seem to us very 
selfish. We can not too strongly 
impiv.ss upon our young friends the 
fact that a home is a home, a 
school a school, an<1 a shop a shop, 
and that all should be considered 
separately. 

Being conscious then that they 
will have to fight their battles on 
ttew and unknown sct^nes, they will 
better l>e able to withstand them. 

We earnestly hope that Mr. 
Walker's eflforls to gain inforinjttion 
from graduates, rt»specting their 



bu-siness relations, will be as suc- 
cessful as he wishes, and that he 
will be able to put it to good 
advantage. There is another sub- 
ject in Mr. Walker^ report which 
we desire to speak about, but for 
want of space, we shall reserve it 
for a future letter, if not the next.
